With a donation of $7 million by Sid and Jenny Craig, the Uni- 
versity of San Diego received the lead gift necessary to proceed with 
planning its much needed $17 million Sports/Activities Center. Con- 
struction has begun, with the official groundbreaking occurring May 5, 
1999. 

The pavilion, which will be located at the eastern end of cam- 
pus between Torero Stadium and Cunningham Baseball Field, will in- 
clude a 5,000-seat gymnasium, coaches offices, fitness center and ath- 
letic training facilities, showers and locker rooms, concession stand, and 
reception room. The Monsignor I.B. Eagen Plaza off the Pavilion 
entry, will take advantage of the view across campus to the ocean. The 
USD Pagne Athletic Hall of Fame will also be housed in the facility. 

“The Jenny Craig Pavilion is vital to the quality of life on cam- 
pus,” said Tom Iannacone, USD Director of Athletics. “It will have a 
positive and historical impact on many generations of students. It will 
also allow us to pursue championship venues for men’s and women’s 
basketball, and women’s volleyball.” 

Other benefits the administration and coaches anticipate are 
the opportunity to attract television coverage of games, and to host West 
Coast Conference tournaments, USD tournaments and special games 
such as the Torero Tip-Off, held the last few years at the San Diego 
Sports Arena. 

“With the new Jenny Craig Pavilion the USD Volleyball 
program will have all of the tools needed to become a national power. 
The University of San Diego, always noted for its academic excellence 
and beautiful campus, will now be recognized with a top-notch athletic 
facility. The team and the coaching staff is looking forward to the op- 
portunity to compete in such a fine facility,’ said USD head volleyball 
coach Jennifer Torns. 

Construction of the pavilion should be completed by the 
fall of 2000.

EXPERTENCED CAST REFURNS FOR Y2K FT HREEPEAT TEST 

University of San Diego Volleyball completed another 
remarkable season in 1998 winning back-to-back West Coast Titles for 
the first time in school history, while posting its sixth consecutive season 
of 20 or more victories. For the first time in program history, the Toreros 
were ranked in the AVCA Top 20 Volleyball Poll for the entire season, 
reaching a peak of 14 (10-19-98). USD advanced to the second round of 
the NCAA Tournament in Madison, Wisconsin last season, sweeping 
South Florida, before falling to the host sixth ranked Badgers. 
S70CKED FOR ANOTHER NCAA RUN 

USD returns 10 players, including four starters from the 1998 
squad led by First Team All-America outside hitter, senior Petia Yanchulova 
(Sofia, Bulgaria). Yanchulova ranked second in all of Division | in kills per 
game (5.9) in 1998, and powered a Torero offense ranked | 6th in team 
kills per game (17.01) and hitting percentage (.271). Senior setter Katie 
Lindquist (Huntington Beach, CA), joined Yanchulova on the AVCA All- 
District VIII Team - the first time a pair of Toreros have earned all-district 
recognition in the same season. 

USD placed five on the All-West Coast Conference Team, 
including first team selections, Yanchulova (Player of the Year), Lindquist 
and junior outside hitter Adrian Frediani (Rancho Bernardo, CA). Sopho- 
more middle, Debra Robertson (Cupertino, CA), was a second team 
selection during her freshman campaign at Alcala Park. 

TORNS NEW FCORERC COACH 

While the Toreros return depth and experience at all positions, 
the bench will boast a decidedly different look. After nine seasons as head 
coach, Sue Snyder (193-89; .684 winning percentage) stepped down to 
spend more time with her young family. Snyder’s top assistant, Jennifer 
Torns earned the head job, becoming just the third volleyball coach in USD 
history. Torns begins her first head coaching position with a wealth of 
experience as a player and assistant and inherits a team stocked with 
players she helped recruit in her two seasons under Snyder. 

POTENT OFFENSE 

Once again the focal point of USD’s attack will center on 
Yanchulova (5.9 kpg; 3.9 dpg), who shattered virtually every USD single 
match and career kills record in 1998 and surpassed 30 kills on four 
occasions last season. Yanchulova needs just 103 kills to set the USD 
career kills record. The Toreros also will rely on the distributing talents of 
Lindquist (13.2 apg) who enters 1999 needing just 304 assists to become 
the Toreros’ all-time leader.

strengthen the outside hitter position. Back row specialist, Kimmi Romo 
(Tucson, AZ), provides additional defensive support.

1999 promises continued excitement and success for Torero 
Volleyball. Once again, the USD schedule boasts three teams in the pre- 
season AVCA Top-25 (Pepperdine, Loyola Marymount and Arizona), 
while the Toreros face seven 1998 NCAA Tournament participants 
(Arizona, Fresno State, Georgetown, Pepperdine, Sacramento State, San 
Jose State and Santa Clara). 

Competition expects to be fierce in the West Coast Conference 
this season as the Toreros attempt to become the third team to three-peat 
as league champions. Pepperdine (12) achieved the highest pre-season 
ranking ever by a WCC school, while Loyola Marymount and Santa Clara 
return many key starters and contributors. 

Torero Volleyball is poised and ready to defend their back-to- 
back WCC Titles and looks to bring the hardware home one more time 
this century.

Jennifer Torns enters her third year at the University of San Diego, but the view from 
the bench will be different this year as she begins her first season as head coach of the 
Toreros. Torns becomes just the third head coach in USD Volleyball history, replacing 1998 
West Coast Conference Co-Coach of the Year, Sue Snyder, who stepped down to spend more 
time with her young family. 

For the past two seasons, Torns played an integral role in the Toreros’ success as 
USD posted back-to-back West Coast Conference Championships and twice advanced to the 
second round of the NCAA Tournament. During her tenure at Alcala Park, USD posted a 50- 
10 record, produced eight all-conference selections, three All-District VII] performers and a 
First Team All-America selection - Petia Yanchulova. 

Torns brings a wealth of coaching and playing experience to her first collegiate head 
coaching assignment. Torns completed a standout volleyball career at the College of William 
and Mary, where she was twice named Colonial Athletic Conference Player of the Year (1990- 
91). The two-time All-Southern Region selection (1990-91) gained national level playing 
experience in 1990 when she competed on the gold-medal-winning U.S. Olympic Festival 
North Region Team. Her collegiate coaching career began when Torns joined the volleyball 
staff at Indiana State University where she served as top assistant from 1992 to 1993. Torns 


then took the top assistant position at North Carolina, Chapel Hill from 1994 to 1997 before 
joining Sue Snyder’s staff at the University of San Diego for the 1997 campaign. 

A native of San Diego, Torns graduated from the College of William and Mary with 
a degree in Art History in 1992 and completed her Master’s Degree in Sports Administration 
from North Carolina, Chapel Hill in 1997.

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Discover the Univewity of San Diego 
SETTING 

The University of San Diego is an independent Catholic in- 
stitution of higher education. Founded in 1949, USD is located 
on 180 acres overlooking Mission Bay, San Diego Harbor and 
the Pacific Ocean. The campus is named Alcala Park and is lo- 
cated just 10 minutes from downtown San Diego and the world 
famous San Diego Zoo. Historic Old Town is just minutes away 
as well. 

The city of San Diego along with this campus traces their 
origins to fifteenth century Spain. The campus was named after 
a Spanish village near Madrid - Alcala de Henares. Founded by 
the Greeks as Complutum, the village was later renamed Al Kala 
(the Castle) by the Moslems. Christians recaptured the village 
centuries later and founded a university, the University of Alcala, 
whose buildings became the inspiration for USD's style. Both 
institutions are located on a hill overlooking a river valley. 


THe Campus 

The USD campus is regarded as one of the most architecturally 
unique institutions in the country, featuring 18 major buildings de- 
signed in an ornamental 16th century Spanish Renaissance style. 

Since 1984, USD has completed 11 major construction and expan- 
sion projects. A five-story, Spanish Renaissance parking garage (1,100 
spaces) was completed in 1998. A landscaped fountain plaza was fin- 
ished in the fall of 1995, connecting the entrances of the Immaculata 
and Hughes Administration Center. In 1992, the university completed 
the 45,000 square foot Loma Hall, which includes an expanded book- 
store, a larger mail center, classrooms and laboratories. In 1990, the 
renovated Katherine M. and George M. Pardee Jr. Legal Research Center 
opened, a facility that offers the latest in information technology. 
ACADEMICS 

USD enrolls more than 6,800 students who have a choice of more 
than 50 undergraduate and graduate degree programs. The university's 
academic units include the College of Arts and Sciences, and the Schools 
of Business Administration, Education, Law and Nursing. Class size 
generally averages between 18-25 students with the student to teacher 
ratio being 18:1. Over 97 percent of USD's full-time faculty hold doc- 
torates. 

In the annual ratings of the country's colleges and universities, pub- 
lished by U.S. News & World Report, USD moved from the regional to 
national category in 1994.
